It was Captain Gardiner’s investiga- 
lion and report -which Jed to the fitting 
cu! of the Alfred Nobel, Should he suc- 
ceed in recovering only one half of the 
treasure, it will be @ rich haul, not only 
fov the S.A.S,A.., but also for the Cape 
Government. Whatever gold is raised 
round the South African coast must bear 
a tax of 25 per cent., silver 15 per cent., 
copper and other salvage 1U per cent.

Hughes, of Akron, 
Ohio,-is said to be the only woman 
biacksmith in America, and probably in 
the world. She is a woman of forty, a

Mrs. Hughes to change her lonely state, 
but to all she has turnéd. a-deaf ear. 
She has been married once, she says, 
and that should be sufficient to satisfy 
any ordinary woman—any way, it is 
quite enough for her.

It is carried 
across the gorge 400 feet deep by a steel 
bridge, and a ‘little beyond the travel- 
cr is amazed to find (he magnificent 
five-storied Grand Hotel, with a hun- 
cred bedrooms, electric lights and ele- 
Valors and fans dumped down amid 
Savage scenery, From the windows of 
this strangest of hotels one may shoot 
rhinoceros und giraffe, lion and leopard 
and hippo, not to mention twenty dif- 
ferent kinds’ of antelope, from the im- 
mense kudu down to the litle harte 
beest and impala, 

It is*the famous and costly “Big 
Ganie Limited” that whirls one into the 
savage heart of Africa, Little more than 
fifleen years ago the 750,000 squure 
miles “of Rhodesia had not a mile cf 
railroad. Then came that fatal cattle 
p'ague known as the rinderpest, which 
denuded the country of even the most 
primitive means of transport. and on 
tcp of this the Matabele rebellion of 
1896, which resuiled in terrible 


SLAUGHTER OF THE WHITES. 


These two causes led to great activity 
of railroad building’ in the vast territory 
to which Cecil Rhodes gave his name, 
and the last 228 miles, from Palapye to 
Buldwayo, were laid in the incredibly 
short space of four and a half months. 
Then it was that the old coaching days 
in this part of Africa passed away for- 
ever, 

It is not until Buluwayo is reached 
that even the larger antelopes are seen 
from the car windows. Within a few 
tuiles Of this boom town of the veldt 
arc the wild, rocky Muatoppo Hills. 
Where eleven years ago Cecil Rhodes 
went unarmed and almost alone to talk 
over the Matabele savages to peace. 
Here, loo, imbedded in the solid gran- 
ite lies Cecil Rhodes’s body. the tomb 
facing a grand panorama of central Af- 
mean Sseenery which the empire builder 
himself called’“The View of the World.’ 

li was in 1898 that Rhodes formulal- 
et a scheme for the extension of the 
main trunk line from Buluwayo by way 
of Gwelo to the Zambesi and thence on- 
ward to Lake Tanganyika.

@nibition hoped that meanwhile the 
British Governinent would be pushing 
sauth through the swamps and forests 
of th® upper Nile and thus gradually a 
Cape to Cairo railway, all British.

In round numbers this is 2,000 nfillion 
sleel ‘nibs’ u year, or a pen and a third 
apiece for every living soul on the face 
cf the globe. But for Birmingham we 
Should, most of us, be reduced to gutting 
geose-quills with our second-best razors. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note thal steel nibs are turned out whole- 
sule dt about twopence a grass, that Italy 
is the customer for the cheapest pens, 
While the best go to Russia. Two thou- 
sand hands are at work all day.and 
every day running the machinery which 
pours out "the essential inrplefhents of 
writing, . 

The knight of the pen. owes another 
essential of his craft to Birmingham in 
tic Shape of metal ink stands. Hundreds 
of thousands of these, in value from a 
halfpenny up to £10, are made yearly 
in Birmingham workshops. Many other 
oflice or study essentials, such as safes 
and copying presses and reading lamps} 
are from the same source, ° 


MANY BUTTONS. 


Pearl buttons are another essential 

specially of Birmingham, <A few years 
ogo the town had an absolute monopoly 
of this industry. In those days pearl 
shell was so plentiful that hundreds of | 
tons of waste shell were dumped into 
oi wells and buried. This is now being | 
dug up again, and found to be worth 
thousands of pounds, 
‘ All sorts of small nevessilies ef man’s 
attire come from Birmingham, Not only 
his studs and links, but his brace buck- 
les, his glove clasps, the ferule of his 
Walking-stick, and the metal eyelets of 
his boots are almost certainly Birming- 
ham made, His key ring. too, his peneil 
case, and probably the metal ribs of his 
umbrella are from the same place.

Preparations for the removal Were be- 
pun tliree yetls ue under direclion of 
eypert botanints, ‘Phe principal opera~ 
liut Was the clipping off of the tendrijs 
af the roots toa radius of about six feet. 
Tis was pradually done, a few at a 
tiie. so bat the tree might accustom 
itself ty their luss. About the end of Just 
May the colossal task of lifting the tree 
from its bed and placing it on a huge, 
wegen comstructed fur the purpose Wie 
bepun. 

A sort of crate was built about the 
routs With the earth clinging to them as 
fast as they were ‘laid bare, the Tree be- 
ing het erect by guide ropes. When 
this Was finished it was sluwly* pushed 
wong shids lo the wain, which’ was 
located in a trench, su that its floor was 
about on a level with Ure bottom of the 
crate,

ANCIENT TRADES UNION. 


The Company of Pewterers, Which 

Was Composed of Masters Only. . 

Unlike the trades unions of today, 
the-Company of VPewterers of olden 
times was composed of the tasters 
only, and disobedience of the rules was 
punished with a vigor far exceeding 
anything of the kind at the present 
day. The laws were made for the pro- 
tection of the general public and net 
for the workingman alone; consequent- 
ly the articles turned out by a master 
pewterer and bearing his “touch” had 
to be up to a given standard of excel- 
lence. Before a man could set up asa 
master pewterer he was obliged to 
serve an apprenticeship of about six 
to produce 
his\ “essay” pieces under ertain test 
conditions, and only after these pieces 
had been approved by the authorities 
of the craft was he allowed -his free- 
dom and permitted to register his pri- 
vate “touch” at the company’s hall 
and set-up as a master pewterer. 

The company was not content merely 
to pass upon. the work of a craftsman, 
but came very near regulating the 
minor details of his life. The penalty 
was very heavy for employing a helper 
who had not served a regular appren- 
ticeship, and any master so daring as 
to employ a foreigner was fined £10, 
and all articles made by him were con- 
fiscated, the object béing to keep the 
trade secrets from spreading, 








CONFECTIONERY. 


The Sugar Plum Is the Most Ancient 
Kind of Sweetmeat. 

The most ancient kind of sweet- 
meat is the sugar plum. It was the 
invention of Julius Dragatus, a noted 
Roman baker and confectioner, who 
belonged to-the family of Fabius. Ac- 
cording to an authority on ancient 
history, it was in 177 B. C. that he 
made the great discovery which for 
twenty centuries has done so much 
damage to teeth. 

These bonbons, cafled dragati, after 
their inventor (dragees in French), re- 
mained the exclusive privilege of the 
family of Fabius. But at the birth or 
marriage of one of that family a great 
distribution of dragati took place as a 
sign of rejoicing. The custom is still 
observed by many of the nobility of 
Europe.

LAMP CLOCKS. 


They Were Quite Common In the Sev- 
enteenth Century. 

Of the various examples that have 
been given of early specimens of the 
clockmaker's art not the least interest- 
ing are the several types: of lump 
clocks. One of these was of a kind 
quite common in the seventeenth cen- 
tury and consisted of a lamp burner 
placed at the base of @ glass oil recep- 
tacle mounted vertically on a suitable 
standard. ‘The oil reservoir had at- 
tached to it a scale facing the burner 
and showing the hours, beginning at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, at which tinie 
the Jamp was to be lighted in winter, 
and ending at 7 o'clock in the mornin::. 
The lamp being lighted, the gradually 
deseending level of the oil as combus- 
tion proceeded marked the hours. 

_ The other device, of later origin, dat- 
ing back to the beginning of the last 
ventury, utilized the same principle. It 
consisted of. two communicatin’: oil 


chambers, superposed by a clock dial. 


In one of the chambers was placed a 
night lamp to illuminate this dial, and 
in the other was suspended a float 
from a cord which passed around a 
small pflley. The latter was mounted 


on a horizontal axis ending in the cen-_ 


ter of the dial. The float of course de- 
scended as the of] was consumed and 
carried the index hand along with dt, 
thus marking the hours precisely as 
in the case already cited.

THE FAVORITE FOOD OF THE SAV- 
- AGES OF THE CONGO,~ 


- 


Cannibal Tribes Are Superior, Mentally 
and Physically, to the Non- © 
Eaiérs. 


Man is slill much eaten by his fellow 
man. It is estitnated that millions of 
savages on the Congo are invet- 
erate cannibals. Millions more perhaps 
have the same taste in New Guinea and 
certain groups of the South Sea Islands, 
notably the Solomons, the New Hebrides 
and New Ireland. ; 

Why this shduld, be so_is a mystery 
that has perplexéd the, anthropologists. 
David Livingstone, the first white man 
lo cross the Manyema country in Cen- 
tral Africa, was reluctant to’ believe that 
cannibalism was not in some way 45 
‘socialéd with superstitious rites. But 
when he saw the €a ess of the na- 
tives for wnat was evidently their favor- 
ite food he could no longer close his 
eyes to the simple fact—the Congo man 
preferred human flesh to any other kind 
of meat. : 

The extent of the practice is indicated 
in the evidence given before the various 
Congo inquiry commissions, One native 
wilness afler another came forward and 
laid on the table bundles of twigs or 
leaves, each one representing a human 
being that had been killed and eaten by 
the so-called sentries employed by the 
Belgian administration to supervise 
tue bringing in of rubber. 

It has even been asserted that those 
tribes which do not indulge in*the prac- 
tice are inferior, mentally and physi- 
cally, to the cannibals. “And yet,” said 
Livingstone, speaking of the Manyema, 
“théy are a fine looking race. 1 would 
back them to be superior in shape and 
general physique to the entire Anthro- 
polagical Society.” 

For many years travellers generally 
omitted from their books mention of 
cannibalism. Such stories would, they 
fancied, be considered exaggerated if 
nat 

POSITIVELY UNTRUE, 
Bul of laie the explorers of all nation- 
alities have studied both people an 
practice with scientific zeal. 

Sir Harry Johnston, Herbert Ward, 
Commandant Guy Burrows of the Congo 
administration, Dr. Parke, Capt. S. L. 
Hinde, also in King Leopold's service, 
and many others have spent years 
among the Congo tribes, and then give 
in a matter-of-fact way details of the 
habits of the savages which are almost 
incredible. In the Bangala country not 
only are the bodies of those slain in 
bottle eaten, but the natives habitually 
kil: men for food. And about this there 
is much curious system, such as in- 
clines students of anthropology to sus- 
pect some hidden origin. 

Thus the \prisoner is not killed out- 
right, but is plat@i chin deep in a pool 
of water with his head made fust to a 
log lest he drown, The victim's limbs, 
ty the way, have been broken three days 
previously. On the third day the poor 
creature is taken out and killed. This 
procedure, the tierce Bangala say, nukes 
the flesh more tender. 

Capt. S. L. Hinde, returning home from 
Stanley Falls on the Congo, had personal 
experience of these people. On the down 
river trip to Boma six of the Bungalu 
crew were put in irons, charged with 
liuving eaten two Of their own Compun- 
ions. The aecused were magnilicent 
savages, over 6 feel high and superbly 
proportioned. 

Two of the crew, it seemed. had fallen 
il: on the voyage up, and were allowed 
by the captain to take a few days rest. 
But when next rations were served they 
were missing. ‘The master of the steam- 
oe was told they had died in the night 
and been buried ashpre. And this 
seemed likely enough. But the captain 
of the ship had his duubts. He made a 
s\idden raid on the quarters of his Ban- 
vula hands, and discovered 
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the Ngombi region on the Lulungu River, 
a mighly’ tributary of the Congo, eight 
hundred miles from the Atlantic coast, 
Mr. Ward founff’a series_of strongly for-| 
tilied villages, where the’ canni- 
bals came to buy slaves, drawing upon 
the supplies for food as required. \. 

Turning to-thé South Sea Islands, 
Germans, Dutch a itish are striving 
to put down cannilafism in their respec-’ 
tive spheres in Ne uinea. So far these 
efforts have met with little success, The 
practice is too deep seated to be. eradi- 
cated mm a generation or two, "No New 
Guinea maiden will look with favor on 
a suitor whose hut is not plastered with 
human skulls as testimony to his prow- 
ess as hunter and general provider for 
the home. : 

In’ the "Solomon Islands, New Britain 
and New Ireland, the natives are also 
cannibals from deliberate choice. In the 
ij: Islands as’ late as 1850 lived canni- 
bals as ruthless as any on earth. They 
fattened their victims in wooden cages 
unti] they were ready for the braining 
stones, which you may see in Ovalau to 
this day, together with notches on the 
trees recording the number of human be- 
ings sent to the ovens. 

Here the eating of human flesh was 
full of symbols, poetry and philosophy, 
a thing sanctified by the gods and gov- 
erned by intricate rules, Lord Stanmore, 
G.C.M.G., ‘formerly High Commissioner 
of the Fiji Islands, retords that the na- 
tives reserved a specia! kind of salad for 
use at these feasts, and women were 
rigidly excluded. But all that is over 
now, and no sign of the mar-eating past 
remains in the group save a few historic 
relics*of wood and stone. 

The New Hebrides group is notorious 
for the comparatively recent clubbing 
and eating of Dr. Chalmers, the mission- 
ary, with his companion, Mr. Tompkins, 
and nearly 1 dozen native assistants.

He witnessed a big tribal 
fight in this country between the Bateke 
and the Bangala, and after all was over 
he came upon the victors feasting on the 
bedies ,of the slain, while the tiny ape 
men, weary as (they were with their 
share of the fray, were scouring the 
country round for vegetable food.

The. historic city wall ef Jericho has 
been found by the expedition under the 
direction of Prof, Sellin. which is yield- 
inge unexpectedly rich treasures. = ‘n 
his last Jettér to the Vienna Academy 
ef Stience the professor writes that over 
thi mien are digging al tive different 
pein's. 

One of the most interesting finds was 
he city, wall. built of burnt lime brick. 
Ite was. some ten feet mI thickness, ris- 
ing from a stone foundation, On the 
western. side of the city the wall was 
nearly 40 feet in width. At another 
point a private house was found built 
aver another house of a still earlier 
epoch. Other discoveries include lamps, 
plates, cups, needles, weights, mortars 
and mills of bronze and stone, some c! 
very rough and primitive handiwork. 
and others very finely evecuted. In -the 
inner City remains or rows of houses 
have been uncovered.

Arithmoi, Numeri, “Numbers. — The 
lille Numbers, commonly given to the 
fourth book of the Pentateuch, is de- 
rived through the Latin from the Greek, 
ine the earliest codicils of which the book 
appeafs under the name “Arithmoi.” 
These. carly Greck manuscripts of the 
OW Testament, however, unquestionably 
borrowed the title from still elder ones 
nc jonger extant, and the probability 
seems to be that the word was certainly 
of pre-Christian, and not unlikely of 
Alexandrian, origin. In the Hebrew text 
of the Old Testament, as has been point- 
ed out in previous Word Studiés, the 
book was ‘known’ by its introductory 
phrase, “And Jehovah spake,’ even as 
Qenisis was known by the title, “Im the 
Beginning” The book of Numbers dif- 
fers from ~Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, 
and Deuteronomy in that; whereas these 
four books of the Pentateuch have re- 
tained the Greek names, the title “Arith- 
moi’ was subsequently translated and 
has come down to us in its English 
form, “Numbers.” The contents of the 
book of Numbers are very miscellaneous 
in character. The book falls naturally 
into two principal divisions, or sections, 
th: first of which, Num. 1. 1-10. 10, may 
te regarded as an appendix to the books 
of Exodus and Leviticus, since the inei- 
dents of the sojourn of the Israelites in 
the wilderness at Sinai are recorded in 
th> chapters’ between Fxod..19. 1 and 
Num. 10. 10. These chapters, therefore, 
form a natural connected group by 
themselves. ‘The remainder of the book 
is devoted fo a record of the experiences 
o! Israel after leaving Sinai. up to the 
peint at which they were at lagt pre- 
pared to enter and take possession of 
the Land of Promise. The narrative of 
this second portion of the book covers 
a period of a little less than forty years, 
Special emphasis is pluced in the nar- 
rutive on the events of the first few and 
the cld@ing months of the journey. Be- 
fore leaving the vicinily of Sinai, and 
again at the end of.the long desert wan- 
derings, Moses is instructed by Jehovah 
to number the people, and it is from 
these two numberings that the book as 
we have it has received its name.
